First year anticipated increases were derived from a 2005 Bus Rapid Transit Ridership Analysis
performed by CALSTART for the Federal Transit Administration (FTA-CA-26-7068-2004.1).

I am writing this letter on behalf of the Bicycle Pedestrian Advisory Commission (BPAC), in support of
the Downtown Fresno Interconnectivity Project the City of Fresno is submitting to the Active
Transportation Program. After discussing ATP projects at our May 26® meeting, BPAC members voted
in favor of this endorsement due to the project’s alignment with the goals of ATP and BPAC’s
commitment to supporting pedestrian safety and increased mode shift to active transportation.

The Bicycle Pedestrian Advisory Committee is a citizen's oversight committee composed of mayor and
city council appointed members with interest and expertise in bicycle and pedestrian issues. Its mission
is to advise elected officials on potential improvements in safety and infrastructure with the goal of
making Fresno more bicycle and pedestrian friendly.

Dear ATP Reviewers,

The City of Fresno is applying for several projects for Cycle 3 of the Active Transportation
Program. These projects are located in disadvantaged communities and include segments of
the 7.1 mile Midtown trail, signalization of intersections with high pedestrian traffic near
schools and Courthouse Park, as well as upgrades to infrastructure which will benefit active
commuters along the planned Bus Rapid Transit line.

Active commuting increases physical activity and may result in air quality benefits through
transportation mode shift. Physical activity is a key factor in the prevention and management of
chronic conditions such as obesity, diabetes, heart disease and chronic lung disease. A recent
UCLA study estimates that 49% of Fresno County residents have prediabetes or undiagnosed
diabetes. To reverse this and other chronic disease trends, infrastructure improvements must
be made to facilitate active lifestyles.

The proposed projects also impact social determinants of health. Increased access to affordable
commuting options increases opportunities that support wellness for low-income residents
including securing and maintaining employment, connecting with community services and
resources, and accessing healthful foods and medical appointments.

The attached Fresno County Health Priority Index Map and accompanying map summary show
how the proposed projects target residents experiencing poor health outcomes as well as
poverty and high rates of crime, both critical social determinants of health. All five City of
Fresno ATP projects are contained within census tracts that have at least 1 (blue) poor health

Years of Potential Life Lost (YPLL) data from 2005-2014: Census tracts identified are among the
worst 25% of all Fresno County census tracts.

Pre-Term Birth (2005-2014): Census tracts identified are among the worst 25% of all Fresno

Composite Mortality Index (2005-2014); Medical conditions impacted by physical inactivity
including Chronic Lung Disease, Myocardial Infarction (Heart Attack), Diabetes, Cardiovascular
Disease, Colon Cancer, and Hyperlipidemia (Obesity) were identified as the causes of death,
contributing, or underlying cause of death.
